HEAVY TOLL TAKEN IN INDI-
ANA IM KING PAST W EEK
END

Indiana’s unprecedented wave of
traffic accidents continued unabated
over the week end as at least 18 per-
sons died as a result of accidents on
streets and highways.

Thirteen of the victims perished
Saturday and five Sunday. The worst
tragedy was an auto-train collision
near Hammond Saturday afternoon
that wiped out seven members of a
family.

A two-cur collision southeast of
Linden in Montgomery county Sun-
day cost the life of Dorothy Ellis,
35, Alexandria. Among the injured
were the victim’s husband, Ernest
Ellis. 49. and her mother, Mrs. Rose
Keselring, 69.

Also Sunday, Juanita Wilson, 23,
Cutler, was killed when she fell
asleep at the wheel and her car
crash 'd into a bridge on road 29
noilh of Michi{*u;town] in Clinton
county; James Kisenberry, 30, was
injured fatally at Vincennes when his
auto collided with another car at a
city street intersection; Elmer Peek,
55, succumbed of injuries received
Saturday when he was struck by an
auto on a Washington, Ind, street,
and Marion Wallace, 75, Farmers-
burg, was killed when struck by an
auto on road 41 near his home.

GOOD NEWS FOR PROPERTY
OWNERS IN NORTH PUT-
NAM TOWN
“DON'T

NEED THE .MONEY”

Earl Evans, Clerk-Treasurer Of
Kainbridge, Quoted In Regards
To No Tax Rale

The members of the town board of
Bainbridgc, the metropolis of Monroe
township, put their municipality on
the map this month by announcing
Jere would be no town tax levy for

AJ'ODpction in 1942. That was good
'news to the property owners among
the 414 persons who are credited, by
the 1940 census, with residence there.
This year, the property owners of
Bainbridge paid a town levy of 26
cents on each $100 of taxable prop-
erty, and, of course, in addition, they
paid all the other levies -township,
county, and state.

This year, the total of all levies,
as paid by Bainbridge tax payers, is
$2.54. Next year, with the town levy
off the tax duplicate, that total will
be about a nickel lower than this
year. Assuming the State Tax Board
approves the action of the County
Tax Adjustment Board.

Incidentally, the population of
Bainbridge is increasing. In 1930,
the census said there were 406 per-
sons residing within its rather wide-
spread boundaries, but eight more
were found there last year, by the
census-takers. Incidentally again,
Monroe township now has 1,154 resi-
dents, including those of the town.

It is a unigue thing for a town
board to pass up a chance to levy
taxes, and Earl Evans, clerk-treas-
urer of Bainbridge, the other even-
ing, was asked how come. “We just
don’t need the money,” was his ex-
planation.

Bainbridge, figuratively speaking,
is sitting on a nest egg of very com-
fortable size and not a chlhawar
nest egg. either. It is worth $3,000.
If the income of the town from its
several sources of income is not suf-
ficient. next year, to pay the costs
of operating the town government,
that reserve of $3,000 will be depleted
for that purpose, as much as is nec-
essary, Mr: Evans said.

Comparatively small items of in-
come include that from local pool
table licenses, $18; from state excise
tax. $116; and from state gasoline
tax anti license plate sales, $140.

But, overtopping these items is the
much more substantial one from the
town's operation of its electric light-
ing system. In 1914, the town gov-
ernment contracted with the North-
ern Indiana Power company or its
predecessor at that time to buy el-
ectricity “wholesale,” the town to
erect its own local distributing sys-
tem of poles and wires. There was
a bond issue of approximately $2800,
to pay that construction cost. In-
cluded in the equipment are the sten-
down transformers, whereby tire high
voltage current of the power com-
pany is reduced to the power suitable
for the consumers, of whom there are
200 or more.

Usually, in past years, the town
clerk-treasurer has acted as super-
intendent of the light department,
hut, just now, Glen Michael is look-
ing after it. He not only has charg<
of the local system, but he tends th
switchboard for the power company
which feeds the current onto the
lines to Roachdale and Danville.

The amount of business of the
Bainbridge lighting system is sur-
prisingly large. In 1940. Mr. Evans
figures showed gross receipts of
$7,386.10, with disbursements of
$5,862.21. Betterments, last year,
cost $548.99. There was, even with
those expenditures, a very comfort-
able balance sheet left on hand at
the close of the year. It helped make
the $3,000 nest egg.

The members of the town board
are Curtis Higgins, president; Frank
Baker and Virgil Ader, with Mr.
Evans clerk-treasurer.

Bainbridge is a lot older* than most
people think. In fact, it. dates back
to 1831, for its first platting, and
that is almost as old as Manhattan
on the National road, and Greencas-
tle city. The first plat of the town
was recorded March 5, 1831. with the
state road east and west later stat”
